highest mountain. It was used al¬ 
most continuously while actually on 
the ascent of the Logan massef from 
June 3rd to June 28th 1925.” 

Its very clean appearance is due 
to the fact that at no time during 
this period did it come in contact 
with rock or soil, Logan being a snow 
and ice climb. 

At the higher altitudes the temper 
atures recorded were invariably be¬ 
low zero and on the night of the 18 
and 19th of June a minimum of 33 
degrees belom zero Fahenhelt was re¬ 
corded. 

This rope was on the summit of Mt 
Logan at 8 p.m. Jure 23rd, an altlt 
ude of 19,850 feet. On July 2nd it 
was abandond at “Turn” cache at 
the junction of the Logan and Ogilvie 
glaziers.

A. M. Taylor, a member of the

London—Is Go vice Russia seeking 
to swamp the wheat markets of the 
world by enormous over-production 
during the next live years? 

This is what grain growers in 
Europe ask themselves since they 
have leared of the live-year develop¬ 
ment plan” for agriculture now in 
course of enforcement among Russia's 
hundred million peasant farmers. 

The plan calls for a profound 
charge in the whole system and me¬ 
thod of Russian agriculture. It in¬ 
volve.: the disappearance of individual 
farming in grain, by decree of the all- 
powerful Communist rulers of the 
country, and its leplacement by 
' ; ruin collectives” or social-zed farms 
in which eyeryoi.. will work for the 
rtaie. The* object of the change. 
\ hich ha3 aroused violent oppositior 
r.nong the conservativ:ly minde* 
peasantry, is to apply ruthless in- 
dmtrialism to farming. Grain is t 
le grown by mass production just 
r..i if it was something turned out bj 
a highly equipped modern factory. 

To this end the vast plains of Ru = 
r ia have been given over to bands o 
Communist crusaders who are aim 
ing not only at “collectivizing” thr 
farm : by propaganda or even at p 
pinch by terrorism but also at in¬ 
ducing the peasants to adopt the Lest 
up-to date machinery for increasing 
output.

Seeding has become general in 
, ome Saskatchewan points and in 
many fanning centres of Alberta, 
iiu.l is expected to be general 
shortly if favorable weather condi¬ 
tions continue, according to re- 
poits coining in to the Winnipeg 
offices of tile agricultural depart¬ 
ment of the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way. 


Ottawa April 24; (Special to the 
Recorder)- Hon. C. Stewart, Mini t- 
cr of the Interior, will shortly bring 
before Parliament a bill the ma'u 
purpose of which Is io prevent the 
exploitation by private Interests of 
the power, timber and mineral riches 
of our great national parks. 

According to existing laws the lead 
ern of the Government In power 
here have the right to dispose by 
order-ln council of any or all water 
power, timber or mineral resources 
within the boudartes of our national 
parks. Under Mr. Stewart's b'll it 
will lie necessary for a private bill to 
pass the House before any lease or 
other rights for commercial develop¬ 
ment can be granted. 

Thb- bill will receive the support of 
the House irrespective of party aff¬ 
iliations. It will be supported because 
Its purpose is to protect the interests 
of the whole population of the count 
ry and to have any claim for exprop 
rlation thoroughly aired by debate 
In Parliament before it is granted. 

There might be a rare occasion 
vhen it would be In the general Int¬ 
erest to permit private development 
of power, mines or timber within the 
parks area and this bill would allow 
for such a contingency, but it would 
make impossible the ruthless exploit 
atlon for immediate gain of any por 
tlon of a great national asset. 

Thee parks are the country’s play¬ 
grounds and their scenic and other 
attractions are a source of huge rev 
enue to the Dominion. The parxs 
branch recognizing these facts, has 
all along followed the policy of keep¬ 
ing them inviolate. It wll not permit 
mining or lumbering or the develop 
ment of water power within them, 
and It has refused to accept park 
lands from any province with string 
attached permitting exploitation. Evld 
ently strong pressure has been brou 
ght to hear to overcome this stand. 
If this bill passes the onus will b? 
with the public and it is most unlik- 
-■ly that public sentiment will favor 
inythtng in the nature of exploita¬ 
tion. ' • 

The dream of many far-seeing 
Canadians is the establishment of 
the great Trans Canada Highway 
'rom coast to coast bordered at in¬ 
tervals by wonderful nationul parks 
in every province. Through this great 
"hop window it is hoped that twice 
the number of tourists now coming 
to the Dominion will view unspoiled 
natural advantages enjoyed by no 
ether country in the world.
